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per College, propoſes the Subſtitution of a Succeſſor to the Apo fle- 
, from which Judas by Tranſgreſſion fell. And this he calls 

a Council Eccloſiaſtical. Is this Gentleman's Memory alſo as 
weak as his Underſtanding ? And could he ſo ſoon forget 


the One hundred and twenty Diſciples whom they called to this 


ther of Feſus, mentioned in the 14th. Verſe, to have conti- 


nu d with the Apoſtles daily in their Supplications and Prayers, not 
to have been preſent at this Aſſembly. And whether he do's 
this or no, let him remember that the One hundred and twenty Dif: 
 ciples, who were not all Clergy, make this a Church Congre- 


gation, and not a Synod Eccleſiaſtical. 


Nis next Inſtance, is, the Apoſtles committing the Diaco- 


nate to the Seven Deacons ; and here he ſpeaks our, and ſays, 
chat this 2yvas a Meeting of Ecc!:/iaſtical Perſons, in an Zocleſiaſti- 
cal Aﬀair, and ſo a matter of Synodical Policy, under Autority 


Apoſtolical. But has this Reverend Clerk no Knowledge? 
Or will he not give himſelf the Trouble of uſing his Under- 


ſtanding and his Eyes? Was this a Meeting of EccleſiaFical 
Perſons, diſtinctiye of the Clergy ?. Let him read the 2d. 


Aſſembly? Which plainly ſhows, that this was a mix'd Con- 
gregation of Eccleſiaſticks and Lay Perſons together; and 
ſo can be no Synod, according to Mr. HilPs Definition of 
one. Nay, let him prove the Homer, and Mary, the Mo-

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Moſt of the reſt of his Inſtances import no more, than 
that the Apoſtles ſent Meſſages, and gave Orders about the 
Church's Affairs, and the Propagation of the Goſpel. And 
how from Apoſtolick Miſſions he will prove ſo many Eccleſi- 
aſtick Synods too, I am no more able to apprehend, then I 
am to conceive how the Churches Neceflities, in time of 

Perſecution, will prove a Divine Right of Synods, under 
a Chriſtian Prince that protects our Holy Faith = 

But the greateſt Streſs of all is laid on the Council of Fe- 
ruſalem, for ſo I muſt call it, or Mr. Hill's Spleen will riſe ſo 
high, that he'll be no more capable of hearing others rea- 

{on about it, than he is of reaſoning himſelf. This, he tells 
us, was ſo very formally a Synod, and the Acts and Concerns of 
it ſo formally Synodical, that all Synods, convewd upon Religious 
Queſtions and Debates, have acted in Preſcription from this z and 
he falls foul upon the Doctor, for ſo much as Aubting whether 
this as really and truly ſuch a Synod, as he and the Letter were 
ſpeaking of. And yet, for all his Indignation, this Plea is 
very formally and S 1nodically impertinent. For either Mr. Hill's 
Definition is no accurate Definition, or the Council of Jeruſa- 
lem is no true Council; and let him chooſe which he pleaſes. 
If a Synod be a Meeting of Eccleſiaſtical Perſons, or Miniſters, 
diſtinctive of the Clergy, the Council of Feruſalem can be 
no true Council, for that conſiſted of Laymen, as well as 
Clergy.

2. kept Silence, and gave 
Audience; and, Ver. 22. Then it pleaſed the Apoſtles and Elder 65 
ith the whole Church, to ſend choſen Men, &c. And how could: 

this be properly faid, if the Multitude, and the whole Church, 
was not preſent in all the Aſſembly ? „ 

So that I am now at a loſs, how this poor diſtracted Gen- 
tleman will here determine himſélf. To give up his Defini- 
tion, after he has fo boaſted of its Perfection, and made a

In Concluſion, he is certainly a very 
unhappy, and unfortunate Man at Controverſie; to revile 
his Rulers, and the Great Luminaries of the Church , to quar- 
rel with his Brethren 3 to beſpatter the firſt Inſtruments of 
our happy Reformation, and cenſure the Conltitutions of 
that Church, of which he profeſſes himſelf a Member; and 
when he comes to give an Account on what Principles he 
doss all this, his Arguments have no Reaſon in them, and

The Aſſemblies that Mr. Hill mentions, were not Syneds 
ol Eccleſiaſtical Miniſters, or Clergy only; but true Con- 
gregations, conſiſting of the whole Multitude of Chriſtian 
Believers, in thoſe ſeveral Places met together for the Wor- 
| thip of God. And if theſe be the Synods, whoſe Divine 
Rights he would eſtabliſh ; let the World judge whether 


Dr. Wake, or Mr. Hill, comes nearer to Independency. 


_ He has alſo in other Chapters, various Quotations 
from Antiquity, butnot worth examining ; or I could ſhow 
him, that he is not much more fortunate in his Examples 
from Church Hiſtory, than he has been from Scripture Pre- 
cedents. Grant him all the Examples, cited from the Fa- 
thers, to have been true Synods, which according to his De- 
finition they were not; and yet, from all that, he cannot 
draw one Concluſion that eſtabliſhes the Divine Right he 
pleads for. He had indeed a fair Opportunity, when he 
 mention'd the Celebration of the Lord's-day, and the Inſti- 
tution of Epiſcopacy, to have ſhown how far ApoZtelical 
Practice becomes a hinding Rule, and how far not; and for 
what Reaſons they ſeem'd to be ſo, And if, from the Deter- 
mination of. theſe Queſtions, he had offered any thing in fa- 
vour of his Cauſe, it had been welcome.

But my great Aſtoniſhment is, that he himſelf ſhould be 
ſo vainly perſwaded, that he had proved what he undertook.

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Deliberation; yet When he had ſpace to review his Work, 


and think on it with Second Thoughts, I wonder he did 
not ſee his Weakneſs. He is fo far from it, that in his Re- 


ply to the Doctor's Appeal, he intimates, that it is the In- 
 wicible Municipium; and he challenges the Doctor to anſwer the 
_ Eight firft Chapters of it effectually. I am not able to compre- 

hend what this Gentleman expects. I cannot find in all 


thoſe Eight Glorious Chapters, any one thing that looks like 


a Proof of what he maintains; and yet he thinks himſelf 


unanſwerable. I know not how this can be, unleſs a Book 


may be unanſwerable in the Want, as well as in the Force of 


Arguments. 


However, this I learn by the way, that aſter the having 
Judgment, or Skill, or Succeſs in an Enterprize, the next 


great Comfort lies in a good Opinion, and ſtrong Conceit of 
having them. It is a happy thing never to be out of Coun- 


tenance, but to think ones ſelf always Wiſe, and always in 
the Right. Such a Man bears up againſt the Reproach of a 
_ thouſand ridiculous Blunders and Weakneſſes, that modeſt 


and thinking Men -would bluſh at. And as-the wretched 
People of the great College in Moor-fields, in all their Cala- 


mities fancy themſelves to be rich and great Kings and Prin- 


ces all; juſt fo this renowned Diſputant Sings Jo triumpbe, 


and rejoices in the Victories of the firſt Eight empty Chap- 
ters of his Invincible Municipium. % I 0] 
There remain yet Two Chapters more of that Myſteri- 
ous Pook to be conſidered ; and the Deſign of thoſe is, toſhow 
proved that the Church 
bas of holding Synods, without the Prince's Call, or Licenſe, 
cannot be alienated, As to theſe, and the Deſign of them, 
I muſt ask him this plain Queſtion. What if the firſt Eight 
fo much celebrated Chapters have not proved to the Church

That which I believe every one expected, is, that he 


ſhould have made out, not, only that there were Synods in 


the Three firſt Centuries, which no body that I know of 
yet denied; but that theſe were ſo held by the Biſhops, and 
Clergy, in their own Divine Autority , that they would 


have had but little regard. to the Civil Powers, although 


they had been under their Protection. This had been home 
to his Purpoſe. But inſtead of this, he only talks at large of

But what mighty Pains has he here taken to keep up an 


old Cuùſtom, and introduce freſh Blunders and Miſtakes ? 


The Doctor indeed ſpeaks only of Chriſtian Princes, and 
their Rights in Synods Eccleſiaſtical, not aſſerting, or ſo much 


as ſuppoſing, by their Profeſſion of Chriſtianity, any new 


Devolution, or Acquiſition_of Autority; but becauſe the 
Rights of Chriſtian Princes only was the ſubje& Matter 
now debated. This Mr. Hill ought, and might have ſeen 


before he wrote his Eight impernitent Chapters. And yet, 


if he will not be very angry, Pl! tell him my Thoughts, and 
I am perſwaded, that he here alſo ſits beſide the Cuſhion, 
and knows not, after all, the true Ground of the Church's 


different proceeding under a State of Perfecution, and under 
the Protection of a Chriſtian Prince. My Thoughts are, 


the Prince's being Heathen or Chriſtian, makes no real dif-

think Mr. Hill is of the ſame Mind too. But all Autority is

mity to the Government againſt their Conſciences; but I

His tenth and laſt Chapter is intended to take off, as much © 
as in him lies, the Force of all that the Doctor has alledged 
from the Hiſtories of former times.

might have thought on, but that he has a peculiar way of over- 
looking every thing that is to the Purpoſe. Or ſhall we ſay 

that he knew this very well, but by another Faculty, too 
common with him, would not ſeem to underſtand it 
However, this Complaint is ſufficient to introduce what 

follows; for he ſoon after inſinuates, that what Conftan- 
tine and the other Emperors did, they did not of right and 
Juſt Autority, but by too powerful Enctoachments and Uſur- 


pations upon the Church's Rights, and that the Primitive Fa- 


thers, and Biſhops, too eaſily complied with them. Hold, 
Mr. Hill; for pity fake, hold; for if you go on, I am terri- 
bly afraid, that in a few Lines farther, Conffantine the Great 
will become as mere a Raſcal as K. Henry VIII. and that fa- .

But becauſe he has let fall ſeveral things againſt the 
Practice of the Roman Emperors, and the Conceſſions of 
the firſt and much celebrated Councils, I will venture to en- 
ter ſo far into the Merits of the Cauſe, as to ask one or two 
Queſtions concerning the general Force of ſuch Examples as 
the Doctor has produced, in behalf of all Chriſtian Princes. 
Pray tell me then, Mr. Hill, with all your Knowledge in 


Antiquity, whether all, or any of thoſe Three hundred and 
* eighteen Biſhops, aſſembled at Nice upon the-Emperor's Call, 
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did know and believe in their Conſciences, that they had a 
divine unalienable Right of Aſſembling in their own Name 


and Autority ? If they did, I muſt be excuſed, I hope, in 


ſaying that their aſſembling at the Call of Conſtantine, was a 


more wicked and ſacrilegious Conceſſion than any that was 
made to King Hewy VIiL - And theirs the moſt [candalous 


part of Paſſive Obedience that ever Mr. Hill met with in any 
Hiſtory. For theirs was not only the firſt Act of betraying

the Church's Right, but the moſt fatal one? ſeeing it is from 


this, and thoſe that followed upon it, that all Kings claim 
Supremacy in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, and all Churches, except

they were poor ignorant Men that knew nothing of their 


own Divine Prerogatives? If he determines for the firſt, I 


muſt beg him to reconcile this with the Courage and Con- 


tancy that many of them had ſhown in their glorious Con- 
* - feflions; and try how the World will believe that they who 
ſuffer'd fo much for the Faith, ſhould ſo profanely and ſacri- 


legiouſiy betray the Church's Divine Rights and Diſcipline. 
If he charges it on their Ignorance, I would know whether 


it was through the Defect of their Underſtandings, or the 
want of ſufficient Evidence in the Cauſe? And if he ever 
writes upon this Subject again, I deſire that this may be one 


of his Determinations. And if he will oblige a Friend, I 
requeſt that this be done with that clearneſs and force that 
becomes the Cauſe, and not to ſham us with thoſe big 
Words and that little Senſe which he has hitherto eminently 


employ'd in this Controverſie. 


Nay, there is ſomewhat more yet to be ſaid on this Occa-- 
ſion. Conſtantius Was known to be a Favourer of the Arrians, 
and as Mr. H. confeſſes a Patron of Hereſie. J appeal then to Min. p. 
the Sentiments of all Mankind; whether it be credible that 
_ thoſe Holy Biſhops of the Council of Ariminum, would have 


given up the Divine Rights of -the Church, by complying to - 


the Call or Summons of ſuch an Emperor: It they had been 
petſwaded in their Conſciences, that any ſuch inherent and

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ſiſted on, and defended them by a 
Heretical Prince's Call. And in not defending them on fo 
juſt an Occaſion, they manifeſtly betray'd thoſe Rights, if

longed to them? Had it not been ſeaſonable under ſuch 
a Prince to have petitioned and pleaded their own Divine 


Autority? But we do not find they ever dream'd of the

In a word, I can reconcile all their Proceedings with the

and would have been $40 to have had the Debate come to 
ue. But when they found themſelves 


miſ?d ; and when he deny*d them that, they faw it neceſ- 
ſary to diſſolve themſelves. .'Theſe are my Thoughts, and I 
doubt Mr. H. will find it difficult to prove that they did dif- 


ſolve on any other Right, than that founded on Neceſſity. 


I have thus run through his Book as far as he pretends to 


argue; and had his Language been but as ſoft as his Reaſons, 


he had ſhown himſelf more a Gentleman, tho? he had had 


no Talent in Controverſies.
